iceberg,

greatest part of air con­ 
ditioning work is hidden. 
Most 
people 
norm ally 
notice only the ducts of their 
central air conditioning, but 
a group of Plano Senior High 
students are more familiar 
with the inner workings. 
The budding refrigeration 
and 
air 
conditioning 
technologists have been 
probing how and why such 
a p p l i a n c e s 
f u n c tio n . 
Instructor Tom Collier has 
given the 13 students a basic 
grounding in home and 
commercial units which will 
allow them to become—with 
m ore 
experience—good 
service personnel

“ Their success as repairmen 
will naturally 
depend on 
individual aptitude.” 
He points out that some 
.students are still at the level 
of first quarter experience 
after the end of three 
q uarters in class, while 
others have spurted ahead to 
show abilities on the sixth 
quarter level 
Each student goes at his 
own pace, the technician 
continues, with some con­ 
centrating on theory while 


others 
are 
working 
on 
practical problems, (’oilier 
characterizes 
the 
in 
dividualized training as a 
“hands-on course.” 


The 
students 
a re en­ 
couraged to work on per 
sonal projects, and the class 
often takes on group projects 
such as the renovation of a 
commercial ice machine. It 
is now functioning properly 
and the students employ it at 
school-sponsored events to 
raise funds 


F o u r t e e n 
o l d 
refrigerators, donated at the 
first of the year, have also 
been 
repaired 
by 
the 
students. The class has sold 
most of the units, with the 
profits added to its chapter 
of 
VICA 
(Vocational 
Industrial 
Clubs 
of 
America). 
The funds are used for 
banquets, club activities and 
trips, such as one taken to a 


m anufacturing 
plant 
in 
Tyler. The group toured the 
General E lectric facility 
which has the largest testing 
and evaluating lab in the 
country. 
Although not 
in 
com ­ 
petition 
with 
local 
businesses, the students 
have also checked 
home 
units for several teachers, 
and have done all the heating 
and air conditioning duct 
work for the home con­ 
structed by building trades 
students. 
“ I always tell my students 
this is one occupation you 
can’t enjoy,” Collier laughs. 
“ You go when it is hot and 
then when it begins to get 
cool, you have to leave. 
“This course is not like 
auto mechanics,” he admits. 
“ Everyone is concerned 
with cars, but a student who 
signs up for this course has a 
real interest in becoming a 
service technician. 


“ If it doesn’t work out that 
a youngster enjoys the class 
as he thought he would, 
however, that’s great, too,” 
he believes. “ It is just as 
important to see they don’t 
want to do this before they 
waste three or four years in 
the business, as it is to get 
the general 
background 
needed by service men.” 
Since most repair work is 
basically electrical, students 
begin with six weeks of 
theory, concentrating on 
electricity. Collier sta rts 
with basic home wiring and 
works up to the complex 
control system of an air 
conditioning unit. 
The students learn step- 
by-step 
procedure 
on 
h o u s e h o l d 
a p p l i a n c e , 
hearing unit, com pressor 
and auto air 
conditioner 
training modules which can 
simulate 
most 
of 
the

C rim e Alert 
Police Stress 
Auto Safety

In our mobile society, both criminal and victim 
travel by car. 
Last year in Plano one teenager was abducted in her 
own car at a downtown intersection, and another 
discovered a man in her car after she had traveled 
home from a school-sponsored event. 
At least one local woman was criminally assaulted in 
a parking lot of a major Dallas shopping center last 
year and a Dallas woman was abducted in her car, 
driven to Plano and assaulted on a local school yard 
this April. 
Other, similar incidents may not have been reported 
to the police. 
W'ith the prevalence of auto-related crimes, the 
Plano Police Dept, has asked that 
motorists— 
especially women drivers protect themselves. 
A woman should always check the back seat before 
entering her vehicle to insure that no one is hiding, 
police say, adding that it is a good rule to approach the 
car with keys ready to use. 
Police also recommend that you make it a habit to 
always lock the car doors when entering or leaving the 
vehicle. W indows should also be rolled up so no one can 
reach in and unlock the doors. 
To avoid attracting a thief, keep your purse and other 
valuables out of sight—either under the seat or in the 
glove compartment—and lock your valuables in*the 
trunk or take them with you when you leave the 
vehicle. 
If you are being followed, don't drive into your own 
driveway or attempt to leave the car Drive to the 
nearest police station or open business for help. 
Officers stress that if someone attempts to curb your 
car, don’t allow it. Keep driving They recommend that 
you write down the license number and description of 
the car and driver and report it to the police at once. 
Other police tips which may help you remain secure 
in your vehicle include: 
TRAVEL on well-lit highways, making sure you have 
enough gas before you start. 
WHEN YOU STOP FOR GAS, FOOD OR CAR 
TRO UBLE STOP AT A W ELL-LIGHTED PLACE. 
IN CASE OF CAR trouble, raise the hood and then 
get back inside and stay there with the doors locked. 
IF SOMEONE STOPS to assist you. roll down the 
window enough to ask them to report the trouble to the 
nearest service station, but don't get out. 
B EW A R E OF HITCHHIKERS. Appearances can be 
deceiving and they may be dangerous. A woman alone 
should never stop to help a disabled driver, report the 
trouble to the police or a service station. 
INTERSECTIONS and stop lights are favorite places 
for would-be attackers. Keep car in gear and if 
threatened, blow horn and drive away. 
N EV ER LEA V E K EYS to your home with car keys 
when your car is left in a parking lot or at a service 
station. 
R EPO RT ANY suspicious action—someone peering 
into every car on the street, forcing a vent window, 
removing gasoline or a license plate—to the police.
